Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Issure revolves around the phrase "measurement related to a 
characteristic related to the first film and the second film contacting" (of claim 6). Undersigned's rejection contemplates 
that Patent 738's probe makes electrical measurements related to a characteristic (i.e. the conductive nature of the 
contacting film 190 and metal coating) related to the two films contacting. Possibly, the disclosure suggests that the 
measurement is a function of only the contacting films, and that the measurement will vary depending upon the 
particular contacting films, but this "apparatus" claim is directed to only two films (the "first" and "second" film), and the 
claim makes a measurement "related to a characteristic" of those two contacting films. It would appear that any 
electrical measurement made by the probe is related to the contacting films. While there may very well be a collective 
or middle ground (i.e. generic phraseology) between objected to claims 7 ("contact resistance between the first thin 
film and the second thin film"), and 10 ("stiction force measuremetn circuit") and their base claim 6, none has yet to 
have been proposed .
